HB whitish cloudiness that so often 

becomes visible on the dark polished 

surfaces of a plano or other piece of 
furnitys- is apt to “get on the nerves” 
of a careful housekeeper.

It was an expert in the care of pianos 
who “gave away” the secret of the 
preparation used by the “trade” in order 
to ramove the aforesaid “bloom” from 
their stock in trade. “Take a half cup 
of turpentine to a cupful of water,” he 
advised, “and to the mixture add a half- 
teaspoonful of pure alcohol. It isn't what 
you would call an expensive or elaborate 
concoction, Lut if you use it, you will 
have no more trouble with that cloudy 
look. Just moisten a soft cloth with it 
and go over tne*surface, then wipe and 
polish it with a second, soft, @ cloth.’

hint ag to the efficient way of getting at 
the keys to clean them, Instead of 
bruising one’s sensitive fingertips by

Duttes—Six montas residence upon and cultivation 
of the land in each of three years, A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his homestead on a
